THE NATIONAL OONVENTION 
AT WASHINGTON. 


An Unusually Large Attendance— 
President Young's Response 
and Inaugaral Address. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 15. 

Editor Gazette:—The great edu- 
cational convention is now in pro- 
grese here. The annual meeting of 

‘School Superintendents is largely 

attended, representatives being 

present from many States in the 

Union, The program for the first 

day included an address of welcome 

delivered by the Hon. W. B. Webb, 

Commissioner of Schools, Wash- 

ington, D. C.; an address on the 

work of the Bureau of Education by 

Hon.N.K.R. Dawson, United States 

Commissioner of Education; the in- 

augural address of the President,the 

Hon. Charles 8. Young, of Nevada, 

which I append to this letter; a pa- 

per entitled ‘“‘Public Education on 
the Pacific Coast,’’ by Superinten- 
dent Fred M. Campbell, of Oakland, 

California; a paper entitled “A 

Teacher's Certificate — County, 

State and National,”’ by Professor 

Andrew J. Rickoff, of New York, 

and an address on “Civil Service 

and Public Schools,’ delivered by 

Leroy D. Brown, of Ohio. The ad- 

dresses and papers were discussed 

in the meeting by Dr. Wm. A. 

Mowry, of Boston; State Superin- 

tendent B. 8. Morgan, of West Vir- 


ginia; Superintendent W. M. Bar- 
ringer, of Newark, New Jersey; 
Mr. Thomas P. Ballard, of Colum- 
bus, Ohio; Superintendent George 
Luckey, of Pittsburg, and otbers. 

The newspapers of this city are 
giving large space to the reports of 
the meeting. Yesterday morning 
the Post a portraits of 
President Young, Vice-President 
Dougherty, Secretary Dav.dson 
and Superintendent Campbell, of 
Oakland. The paper of Mr. Canip- 
bell was an able presentation of the 
progress of education in California, 
which included an interesting re- 
sume of the early history of the 
State and the development of its 
institutions. He closed with an 
earnest invitation to the Associa- 
tion to hold its next meeting in 
San Francisco. The following is 
the response to the address of wel- 
come by Commissioner W. B. 
Webb, of the Distriet of Columbia, 
and the inaugural address by the 
President of the convention, C. 8. 
Young, of Reno: 


The sentiments of cordial welcome 
spoken through you by the citizens 
of the Capital City to the members of 
this convention, find here, I assure 

ou, a hearty response. The center of 

islation, the center of diplomacy, 
the center rich in art and historical in- 
terest, should be the nation’s sun,from 
which sh: uld emanate the purer rays 
of edacation. Washington should 
America’s educational Mecca, whence 
returning annually from a convention 
like this, each educator might carry 
bome into his temple of learning,from 
@ multitude of ideas some souvenir to 
be used asa daily reminder that he 
should do still more eflicient service 
in the cause he loves. 

This Association is composed of the 
country’s chief executive school of- 
ficers from every section of this coun- 
try, some of these officers represent- 
ing the educational interests of one or 
more millions ot people. This Asso- 
ciation should meet not only in the 
Summer time, when the National Ed- 
ucational Association meets, as has 
been, I think, unwisely and unfortu- 
nately at this time ae gaye by cer- 
tain schoo! journals and a few leading 
educators, but also at this season of the 
year, as has been its custom. 

This Department should not be over- 
powered the thousands, many of 
whom/are little else but gazers on in 
the busy fields of learning. If :t beso 
much as assumed that “departinent” 

“subordinate t,’’ (I under- 
siaod, however, trom ibe founders of 
this Department that it hus no such 
significance), then in no sense should 
it longer bea Department. If either 
the National Association or the so- 
called Departmeut, must lie the one iu 
the shele of the other, then the Na- 
tional Association should be the one 
to lie in the shade of the Superintend- 
ents’ Associution, should be controlled 
by it, but never this Department by 
other outside influence, either in, or 
act in, the profession with us, 

Should itever become necessary to 
abandun the Winter or the Summer 
mveting, no friend of the Department, 
familiar with the history of each,could 
suggest the abandonment of the for- 
mer in preference to that of the latter. 
I understand the resson that this De- 


of Education, with a bill as proposed 
by the Association at a seaetie held 
here in that year, was presented to the 
House of Representatives by General 
James A. eld. The following 
year the bill authorizing the establish- 
ment of a Bureau became a law. Year 
after year, in receiving its annual ap- 
ee and other legislation, the 
ureau has appealed for influence 
with Congress notin vain to this or- 
nization and its members scattered 
ere and there in official positions 
allover the country. The establish- 
lishment ofthis Bureau in advance of 
all similar bureaus in other countries 
with all the good it has done to Amer- 
ican education, entitles its founder, 
th isassociation, to the uppermost seat 
in the affections of all lovers of learn- 
ing. Still the work of the Association 
is but just begun. A want of uni- 
formity in the various States in grant- 
ping certificates, the unrecognized pro- 
fession, inefficiency in the kinds of 
State county and city supervision, and 
other subjects equally important, de- 
mand the attention of this Association. 
If there be a best system of anything 
at least the best features of that sys- 
tem should be adopted in every State 
and Territory. In ali our discussion of 
educational questions definite con- 
clusions should be reached. When 
these conclusions are reached, either 
through a select committee or through 
a committee of the whole, an effort 
should be made to put into operation 
in the various States what is most de- 
sired, 

There wasa belief among the colo- 
nists that without a centralized Gov- 
ernment, schools were merely of local 
interest, and hence only received only 
local support. In a Government which 
is now of the people, aod for the peo- 
ple, and whose every citizen, from 
whatever section, is a factor in its 
strength no such belief can prevail. 
While bound together by a common 
history, a common interest and acom- 
mon destiny, in education lies the se- 
curity of a free people. 

If education be the fabric of Govern- 
ment, a weaving of education in any 
one weak eee Eoeer res the unison 
of harmony.and adds strength and val- 
ue to the whole. Six millions of our peo- 
ple, Over ten years of age, can neither 
read nor write. In this illiteracy they 
will remain until aid is afforded 
through the representatives that an- 
nually meet in yonder Capitol, but 
who, of late years, lam forced to say, 
seem to be there in every other inter- 
est except that of education. 

The only real inspiration of the re- 
puted leaders of the last Congress 
seems to have been millions for de- 
fense, but not a cent for education. 

The Government appropriates for its 
Military Academy and its Naval Acad- 
emy; why should it not appropriate 
for a great national academy, where 
the sciences would receive every pos- 
sible encouragement? Does the hope 
of perenne of our free institutions 
lie in our armies and navies or in a 
general education—the discoveries in 
science and the growth in the arts? At 
the close of the Franco-Prussian war, 
it was asked why the occasion did not 
develop in France more superior men. 
The answer came that in strengthen- 
ing ber armies and navies, her univer- 
sities had been neglected. Since then 
there have been expendedin improve- 
ments $15,000,000 upon those universi- 
ties, aud instead of an annual appro- 
priation of $40,000,as in 1868, just betore 
the war, France now expends $2,500,- 
000 annually. 

The University of Strasburg, a Pow 

ears ago, had its buildings and li- 

rary rebuilt atan expense to the Gov- 
ernment of $3,500,000, besides receiving 
annually $200,000 for its maintenance. 

Holland, with a population of only 
4,000,000 of people and a revenue of 
but $45,000,000 expends annually al- 
most $7,000,000 upon her universities, 

Is there anything in the history of 
France, Germany, Holland, Prussia or 
any cther nation, against direct gov- 
eromentia! aid to the nurseries of 
science, that makea Pago prosperous 
in peace and invincible in war? Can 
it be sup that, while there is not 
at the Capital, er anywhere else, a 
great national university, in his fare- 
well address to his countrymen, 
Washington had in mind millions for 
river and harbor improvements, mill- 
ions for coast defences in time of peace, 
or at a cost of another million a column 
of marble 555 feet high, when he said: 
“Promote as an object of primary 
importance institutions for the gen- 
eral diffusion of knowledge?”’ 

Does it sound as if he who is first in 
the hearts of his countrymen objected 
to national aid to education, since in 
ab address to the first Congress Wash- 
ington said: “‘Whether this desirable 
objeet”’ (the advancement of lea: ning) 
“will be best promoted by affording 
aids to universities uf learning already 
established, by the institation of a 
national university, or by any other 
expedient, will be well worthy of a 

lace in the deliberations of the Legis- 

ure. 

While the arguments in favor of the 
university bave greatly strengthened 
with the years, in the developments 
for the ny 117 years, since the revom- 
mendation 
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: rocks and to name its fossils; it has 


developed the science of botany and 
zoology by employing naturalists to 
give names to, and to classify, the 
flora and fauna. A Federal commis- 
sion, at the Government’s expense, 
bas ked the rivers and lakes from 
Maife to California with the best 
kinds of fish. Is there any reason 
why the Government should yive aid 
to the science pertaining to flowers, 
and live and dead animals, and not di- 
rect aid to the science of pedagogy, or 
to give direct aid to improve the finny 
tri in our waters, and not direct aid 
to increase the proficiency of the 
teachers of our children? 

But the sentiment in favor of na- 
tional aid is growing, and more than 
all else, the school superintendents 
have been making this sentiment. 
It is said that two .—itthirds 
of the members the last 
Congress were in favor of the 
Blair bill, and the re- son 
it did not become a law was because 
just three leaders used influence of 

uestiopable honesty to suppress it in 
the committee and prevent its consid- 
eration. Ifthe will of the people is to 
be thus thwarted, and the cause of ed- 
ucation thereby suffer, it may be in- 
cumbent upon this Association to rep- 
resent by official documents and other- 
wise all the facts of such legislation 
before the constituency of such Con- 
gressmen, and appeal directly to the 
people for relief, 

These and many similar reasons 
suggest themselves to my mind as to 
why we have met at the nation’s ca,- 
ital to consider vational questions. 

These reasons also suggest that for 
like purposes we should meet here for 
many yeers to come. 

Again, Mr. Webb, permit me to 
thank you for your words of welcome 
and for the interest taken by you, and 
other friends of education in this city, 
in making such complete arrange- 
ments for this meeting.

In the multitude of discussion as 
to the effect of the Inter-State Com- 
merce billon railway traffic, the 
Boston Herald gives expression to 
an idea which some railway circles 
are rather fondly cherishing as fol- 


lows: 

The effect, if not the intent, of the 
Inter-State railway bill is to largely 
prevent competition in matters olf 
transportation, not i by directly 
regulating rates, but by indirectly 
forcing railway managers to have fre- 
quent consultations,and to agree upon 
some uniforn» basis of action. 


Would it not be well to wait and 
find out what the Inter-State Com- 
merce law will do, before founding 
predictions on alleged features 
which it does net contaiu? There 
may be an effort to create the im- 
pression that the Act prevents com- 
petition; but inasmuch as it leaves 
every railroad at perfect liberty to 
make its rates high or low, the con- 
clusion seems evident that if com- 
petition is prevented, it will be 
done by the action of the railways 
and not by the law. After all the 
pooling combinations of the past 
ten years have failed to smother 
competition, it is not likely that 
the prohibition of pooling 
and the requirement that 
when a railway does lower it rates, 
it must do so openly and not by 
secret cuts and di criminations, will 
have the effect of preventing the 
force of natural and legitimate com- 
petition from regulating railroad 
charges. 

It is certainly a rem ‘rkablething 
that two monthe after this Jaw has 
been framed anyone should make 
the assertion that it regulates rates 
in any such seuse as to prevent 
competition. There is aot a line in 
the Jaw whicb places the slightest 
restriction on the right of any rail- 
road to make its rates as low as it 
chooses, provided it makes the re- 
duction to all shippers alike. As 
tothe meetings of railway mana- 
agers, they have been meeting and 
agreeing ‘‘upon some uniform basis 
of action’’ fur 15 years. So long as 
those meetings attempt vo infringe- 
ment on publie rights the law need 
not trouble itself about them. 

These are alpbabetical matters in 
the question of railw y regulation; 
but the assertion of the extract 
quoted above makes it worth while 
to renew the declaration that the 
Inter-State Commerce law  at- 
tempts nothing but the prevention 
of discrimination and excessive 
charges. 


A Canadian view of ‘The Fisher- 
jes Question” is presented by Mr. 
William Leggo in the January 
number of the Scottish Review. In 
this paperthe writer reviews the 
history of the fisheries complica- 
tions since tbe reciprocity treaty 
of 1854. He asserts that Canada 
does not now wish a treaty because 
she knows that the Americans 
must buy her fish. There is no 
reason, the writer says, why Can- 
ada should give any privilege whr t- 
ever to the Americans, and he 
characterizes the policy of allowing 
the Americans free fishing uaoder 
any circumstances as vicious, The 
author ot the article suggests that 
trouble will yet arise over the 
American claims in the Alaska 
waters,

The Worst to Come. 
BisMaRcK, Dakota, March 25. 

The water fell two feet Wednesday, 
but was rising again yesterday. The 
water in Washburn is 10 feet above 
the high water mark of 1881, while 
here it is not quite up to that record. 
This shows a gorge between here and 
Washburn, and when that ten feet of 
water comes it will make a flood 
which will surpass any previous rec- 
ords. There is a prospect for the 


Heart river to break about the time 
the upper gorge breaks, and if it does 
Mandan will be afloat. The steamer 
Tompkins, which was crushed in the 
ice near Bowie yesterday, was the 
property of the Evans Transportation 
Company, and its ruin just as naviga- 
tion is opening, isa heavy loss. The 
Northern Pacitic shops at Mandan are 
still flooded. 
Feroeus FALtLs, Minn., March 25. 
Red river rose rapidly last night, 
and yesterday morning was the 
highest ever known. The cause of 
the rise 1s not known, as the ice is 
still running solid. The water is run- 
ning Over the banks and cutting a 
channel between Wright’s Beehive 
and cable tower. Men are at work 
protecting the dams. E. J. Nelson, 
bead miller at the Park mills, had a 
narrow escape from drowning while 
opening a flush board on the Gutten- 
burg dam. Hewas carried part way 
over, but was seized before he went 
under the ice. 
Rep Fa.is, Minn., March 25, 
An Immense ice gorge, a mile wide 
and six miles long, is coming this 
way sixteen miles westward on the 
Redwood river. 
BIsMARCK, March 25. 
It was learned yesterday that J. M. 
Kennedy, wife and three children are 
held on Silby Island by the flood, and 
for six days have been living on such 
food as they have from the water. 
There is no hope of rescuing them 
notil the flood subsides, and their 
friends are distracted. They can 
seen through field glasses, 
occupying a nest built in the limbs 
of trees, over three miles from 
shore. ‘The Northern Pacific mapn- 
agers have abandoned the hope of re- 
leasing the gorse by dynamite and 
cannot say when thev will be able to 
ship freight avross the river. The 
assengers are being transported by 
- A party of 12 attempting to cross 
from Mandan in a boat on Wednes- 
day evening, were driven by the wind 
and ice into a willow thicket and 
passed the night there, momentarily 
expecting death. 


The Cotton Trade Hampered. 
NEW ORLEANS, March 25. 
A difficulty between the different 
branches of labor employed in the 
handling of cotton, involving 10,000 


men has had the effect of paralyzing 
all work in the cotton trade yesterday. 
The difficulty dates back to last Oc- 
tober, and isthe outcome ofan effort 
then madeto reduce the charges on 
cotton at this point. Atthat timeail 
the cotton handlers, both white and 
colored, including the employers, be- 
longed to Onvunion. The white men 
withdrew and formed a new union,ex- 
cluding the employers, The colorea 
men remained in theold organiza- 
tion. Yesterday the new organization 
decided not to handle any cotton 
which passed through the hands of 
any members of the old organization. 
Yesterday morning all presses where 
the members of the old counsel 
were employed, were stopped, as 
the weighers, samplers and class- 
ers refused to touch cotton not. 
handied or drayed by members 
of the old organization.
